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We  are  pleased  to  report  that  The  Trustees  had  another 
very  successful  year — one  highlighted  by  the  acquisition  of  new 
reservations  at  Peaked  Mountain  in  Monson,  Weir  River  Farm 
in  Hingham,  and  Slocum's  River  Reserve  in  Dartmouth. 

At  the  same  time,  the  organization  completed  an 
ambitious  management  plan  for  Appleton  Farms,  converted  the 
19th  century  Brown  Cottage  at  Castle  Hill  into  a  luxury  Bd^B 
called  The  Inn  at  Castle  Hill,  and  celebrated  the  final  stages  of  a 
5-year  restoration  of  Mytoi  Garden  on  Chappaquiddick.  Staff  also 
led  regional  efforts  to  create  a  new  20-mile  loop  trail  in  Royalston 
called  the  Tully  Trail,  renovated  the  main  house  at  the  Bradley 
Estate  as  a  function  center;  and  completed  another  phase  in  the 
restoration  of  the  Chinese  Garden  at  Naumkeag. 

Two  of  the  organization's  most  ambitious  new  initiatives 
were  its  first-ever  statewide  volunteer  work  day  called  Conservation 
Works!  and  the  launch  of  the  Conservation  Council,  a  new  member- 
ship group  "on  the  younger  side"  interested  in  becoming  more 
involved  with  The  Trustees. 

With  membership  breaking  the  25,000  mark,  income  for  the 
year  surpassed  $10  million  for  the  first  time.  Tight  budgetary  control 
resulted  in  a  $1.1  million  surplus  from  operations  which 
will  be  used  for  deferred  maintenance,  land  conservation  projects, 
and  other  key  strategic  initiatives. 

Our  thanks  go  to  all  of  our  members,  donors,  volunteers, 
collaborators,  and  myriad  conservation-minded  supporters 
without  whose  generosity  and  dedication  these  achievements 
would  not  have  been  possible. 

The  successes  reflected  throughout  this  2000  Annual  Report 
are  a  tribute  to  former  Executive  Director,  Fred  Winthrop, 
who  retired  at  the  end  of  March  after  15  years  of  service. 
Under  Fred's  leadership,  The  Trustees  grew  dramatically  in 
every  measurable  way.  We  salute  Fred  and  we  thank  him  for 
his  tireless  efforts  and  endless  energy  and  imagination.  Although 
we  still  cannot  picture  Fred  in  retirement,  we  wish  him  and  Suzie 
well  and  dedicate  this  report  to  them  both. 


Elliot  M.  Surkin,  Chairman  Janice  Hunt,  President 
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The  past  fiscal  year  was  arguably  the  most  successful  in  The 
Trustees'  history.  It  concludes  a  remarkable  period  of  achievement 
under  Fred  Winthrop's  leadership,  being  only  the  second  year  in  at 
least  the  past  fifteen  that  nearly  2,000  acres  of  land  were  protected. 
This  is  the  direct  result  of  a  talented  staff  working  creatively  with 
partners  and  landowners  across  the  state.  Supported  by  financial 
strength  and  sound  management,  The  Trustees  continues  to  lead 
in  conservation  and  stewardship. 

As  the  21st  century  begins,  we  reflect  on  the  past  and  imagine 
the  future.  One  can't  help  but  wonder  what  the  Commonwealth 
and  The  Trustees  will  look  like  in  twenty,  fifty,  even  one  hundred 
years.  I  believe  that  The  Trustees  will  play  an  even  more  important 
role  in  the  protection  of  additional  landscapes  that  define  the  scenic, 
historic,  and  ecological  character  of  Massachusetts.  We  will  remain 
an  exceptional  steward  of  those  landscapes,  and  we  will  serve  as  a 
catalyst  for  inspiring  new  generations  of  concerned  citizens.  The  key 
ingredients  already  exist: 

dedicated  volunteers  and  partners  who  can  help  us  reach 
our  true  potential; 

a  healthy,  vibrant  organization  that  is  moving  forward  in 
deliberate,  innovative  ways; 

a  mission  that  can  engage  residents  of  every  community; 
a  growing  public  concern  for  the  vulnerability  of  our  landscapes; 
and  an  exceptional  staff  with  extraordinary  skills  and  talents. 
We  will  pursue  an  aggressive  agenda  of  land  conservation  and 
stewardship,  as  well  as  seek  new  ways  to  connect  the  citizens  of  the 
state  with  our  mission.

Royalston  Falls,  Royalston. 
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With  the  arrival  of  a  new  Executive 
Director  at  Trustees  headquarters, 
field  staff  in  all  five  regions  were 
involved  in  a  wide  range  of  new 
beginnings.  Important  capital  projects, 
many  funded  from  the  prior  year's 
operating  surplus,  enhanced  our 
landscapes  and  structures,  and  a  variety 
of  events  welcomed  many  new  visitors 
(and  Andy  Kendall!)  to  our  reservations. 


NORTHEAST  REGION 

The  most  spectacular  opening  was  the 
Designer  Showhouse  at  The  Inn  at  Castle 
Hill  this  past  spring.  More  than  14,000 
visitors  attended  the  month-long  event  to 
admire  the  work  of  twenty  of  the  area's 
foremost  interior  designers.  Some  300 
volunteers  staffed  the  various  rooms, 
and  more  than  $160,000  was  raised  to 
help  fund  the  renovation  of  the  Brown 
Cottage  as  the  Inn,  which  opened  as 
a  10-room  bed-and-breakfast  a  few 
months  later.  Nearby,  the  crumbling 
concrete  retaining  wall  near  the  Casino 
was  reconstructed  with  remarkable 
precision  (see  above  photo). 


Funds  are  still  being  raised  to  pay  for  the  wall  reconstruction  and  to  rebuild 
the  adjacent  courtyard  area,  but  the  restored  buildings  of  the  Bachelor's 
Quarters  and  Ballroom  are  now  available  to  house  Inn  guests. 

While  Regional  Director  Wayne  Mitton  was  leading  his  staff  in  these 
preservation  efforts  at  Castle  Hill,  Regional  Ecologist  Wayne  Castonguay 
tracked  a  record-breaking  breeding  season  in  1999  for  the  threatened  piping 
plovers  at  Crane  Beach.  Alas,  an  ill-timed  storm  and  the  arrival  of  new 
predators  conspired  to  prevent  a  repeat  performance  in  2000.  On  the  other 
hand,  predators  (specifically  coyotes)  also  helped  to  bring  the  property's  deer 
population  within  targeted  goals,  and  the  controlled  hunt  planned  for  last 
fall  was  not  necessary. 

Across  town,  Castonguay's  research  determined  that  Appleton  Farms  has 
one  of  New  England's  largest  concentrations  of  grassland  birds.  Such  detailed 
documentation  of  resources  informed  a  comprehensive  management  plan 
for  the  property  developed  by  a  group  of  sixteen  staff  and  volunteers  led  by 
Chair  Wil  Merck  and  Director  of  Planning  and  Ecology  Lisa  Vernegaard.  This 
plan,  the  most  extensive  ever  developed  by  The  Trustees,  outlines  a  program 
for  preserving  the  historic,  ecological,  and  scenic  resources  of  Appleton  Farms 
using  agriculture  and  offering  a  wide  range  of  innovative  programs. 

North  Andover  Superintendent  Bob  Murray  also  mobilized  staff  and 
volunteers  in  a  variety  of  preservation  projects.  With  help  from  Murray's 
staff,  John  Kimball  reclaimed  several  acres  of  fields  and  overgrown  woodland 
on  the  Ward  Reservation.  At  the  Stevens-Coolidge  Place,  several  carved 
marble  elements  were  reproduced  to  restore  a  Louis  XV  fountain,  which  was 
installed  as  part  of  ten-year  restoration  of  the  Rose  Garden.  At  Weir  Hill, 
some  25  volunteers  helped  clear  three  acres  of  hillside,  creating  both  scenic 
vistas  and  fire  breaks.  ■

CENTRAL  REGION 


Over  150  Trustees  supporters  from  the  Monson  area  attended  last  fall's 
dedication  of  Peaked  Mountain,  as  Land  Protection  Specialist  Charlie 
Wyman  concluded  the  acquisition  phase  and  handed  off  ongoing 
management  responsibilities  to  Central  Regional  Director  Dick  O'Brien 
and  his  staff.  O'Brien's  crew  tackled  the  details  of  gates,  parking,  trails, 
and  signs,  but  within  a  year,  the  impressive  vista  from  the  peak  was 
threatened  by  a  proposal  for  a  190-foot  cell  tower  squarely  in  the  middle 
of  the  view.  For  the  local  hearing,  O'Brien  was  tempted  to  call  out  a  few 
of  the  Union  soldiers  who  had  camped  out  at  The  Old  Manse  for  a  Civil 
War  Reenactment  the  previous  summer.  But,  alas,  they  had  returned  home 
after  entertaining  more  than  1,200  visitors  during  the  two-day  event.  The 
Old  Manse  also  initiated  a  new  Sunday  afternoon  concert  series,  where 
visitors  could  admire  the  recreated  perennial  flower  garden,  thanks  to  a 
grant  from  the  Garden  Club  of  Concord. 

In  Leominster,  the  10-acre  Pierce  Park  was  added  to  the  Doyle  Reservation. 
The  demolition  of  a  derelict  structure  there  and  the  ongoing  restoration  of 
an  historic  designed  landscape  attracted  visitors  to  this  new  section  of  the 
property.  The  site  also  offers  the  future  possibility  of  connection  to  an 
extended  greenway  along  the  city's  northern  and  western  boundaries.  In 
Royalston,  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers'  Tully  Lake  Campground,  now 
managed  by  The  Trustees,  and  the  18-mile  Tully  Trail  continued  to  draw 
new  visitors  to  the  area,  with  an  estimated  1,000  people  enjoying  Doane's 
Falls  on  one  busy  Sunday  this  past  summer.  ■

SOUTHEAST  REGION 

Southeast  Regional  Director  Tom  Foster 
celebrated  his  25th  year  with  The  Trustees 
by  opening  one  new  reservation  and 
preparing  another  for  a  fall  inaugural. 
Mid-summer  found  him  joining  Land 
Protection  Specialist  Steve  Sloan  and 
our  partners  from  Dartmouth  Natural 
Resources  Trust  in  planning  for  the 
opening  of  Slocum's  River  Reserve. 
The  opening  event  celebrated  not  only 
the  success  of  a  complex  negotiation  and 
extensive  fund-raising  campaign,  but 
also  the  hard  work  of  Superintendent 
Al  Yalenezian  and  his  staff  in  establishing 
trails,  clearing  vistas,  constructing  parking 
lots,  mowing  fields,  and  installing  signs. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  region, 
Yalenezian's  crew  was  also  engaged  in 
readying  Weir  River  Farm  in  Hingham 
for  a  fall  opening.  They  cleared  some 
eight  acres  of  forest  to  restore  grasslands 
habitat,  constructed  a  new  trail  system, 
and  finished  renovating  two  staff 
residences  on  site. 


A  different  kind  of  beginning  was  celebrated  by  more  than  500  guests 
in  Canton  this  past  summer  as  the  Eleanor  Cabot  Bradley  Estate  opened 
as  a  function  center.  They  applauded  the  work  of  a  dedicated  committee 
co-chaired  by  Patty  Storey  and  Jane  Bihldorff.  With  help  from  Superintendent 
Dennis  Camp  and  his  crew,  this  group  of  volunteers  completed  furnishing  the 
interior  of  the  house  and  implemented  significant  landscape  improvements, 
including  installation  of  an  irrigation  system,  reconstruction  of  the  terrace 
wall,  and  replanting  of  the  formal  garden. 

New  Southeast  Regional  Ecologist  Rick  Bachand  organized  a  full  schedule 
of  informal  guided  weekend  walks  to  help  build  visitor  understanding 
and  appreciation.  Groups  ranging  from  eight  to  twenty-five  learned  about 
birding  at  Noon  Hill  and  Shattuck  Reservations,  geology  at  World's  End, 
edible  wild  plants  at  Fork  Factory  Brook,  and  nature  photography  at  the 
Norris  Reservation.  Bachand  planned  a  total  of  twenty  walks  extending 
into  the  fall.  While  parking  solutions  remained  elusive  at  Noanet  Woodlands, 
Charles  River  Valley  Superintendent  Jeff  Montgomery  made  great  progress 
with  the  opening  of  small  parking  areas  at  Chase  Woodlands  and  Medfield 
Rhododendrons.  Contractors  also  began  construction  on  access  and 
landscape  changes  near  Chickering  Pond,  as  outlined  in  the  Rocky  Woods 
Management  Plan,  m 


As  part  of  major  buildings  and  grounds  renovations 
at  The  Bradley  Estate,  the  formal  garden  terrace 
was  replanted  with  boxwood  edging  and 
hardy  perennials. 
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ISLANDS  REGION 

Islands  Regional  Ecologist  Lloyd  Raleigh  tackled  a  variety  of  projects  to 
provide  a  solid  base  of  natural  resource  research  and  data,  used  these  results 
in  completing  management  plans,  and  worked  with  property  management 
staff  on  implementation.  At  Wasque  Reservation,  for  example,  years  of 
gathering  data  from  test  plots  has  helped  to  determine  the  best  intervals 
for  mowing  and  burning  the  grasslands  to  regenerate  vegetation  and  provide 
scarce  wildlife  habitat.  At  the  same  time,  the  project  reopened  panoramic 
views  to  the  ocean.  At  Long  Point  Wildlife  Refuge,  Raleigh's  research 
focused  on  the  aquatic  and  watershed  resources  of  three  ponds,  a  study 
funded  by  several  foundation  grants. 

Chappaquiddick  Superintendent  Dave  Belcher  and  his  staff  successfully 
implemented  a  new  membership  discount  program  that  generated  over 
1,500  new  Trustees  members,  who  benefited  from  reduced  permit  fees 
and  priority  access  to  natural  history  tours  of  Cape  Poge  Wildlife  Refuge. 

Under  the  direction  of  Suzan  Bellincampi,  the  Claire  Saltonstall  Education 
Program  increased  in  both  participation  and  projects,  involving  twenty-eight 
teachers  and  more  than  400  Vineyard  students  in  hands-on  research  and 
science  projects  on  Trustees  properties.  Although  there  was  some  resistance 
to  off-site  learning  (perhaps  as  a  result  of  Education  Reform  pressures), 
Suzan  has  continued  to  build  an  enthusiastic  following  among  both 
teachers  and  students. 


Islands  Regional  Education  Specialist  Susan  Bellincampi 
worked  with  dozens  of  school  groups  to  introduce  them  to 
the  landscapes  of  The  Trustees  on  Martha's  Vineyard.

On  Nantucket,  skyrocketing  construc- 
tion costs  could  not  discourage  a  loyal 
group  of  supporters,  who  raised  more 
than  $600,000  to  fund  the  construction 
of  a  staff  house  and  maintenance  facility 
at  Medouie  Creek.  Campaign  co-chairs 
John  Horgan  and  Bill  Matteson 
successfully  made  the  case  that 
providing  on-island  staff  housing  is 
increasingly  important  for  attracting 
and  retaining  well-qualified  Trustees 
employees  for  the  Coskata-Coatue 
Wildlife  Refuge.  . 
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Naumkeag's  new  window  awnings  return 
the  house  to  its  historical  roots. 


WESTERN  REGION 

Some  sixty  residents  of  the  small 
Berkshire  town  of  Tyringham  joined 
Trustees  staff  last  fall  to  accomplish  a 
major  brush-clearing  project  near  Hop 
Brook.  Several  of  the  volunteers  noted 
that  their  view  of  Tyringham  Cobble 
from  the  valley  is  as  important  to 
them  as  the  vista  from  the  top  of  the 
hill  enjoyed  by  thousands  each  year. 
At  Bartholomew's  Cobble,  a  steady 
stream  of  visitors  were  inspired  by 
Regional  Ecologist  Don  Reid's 
enthusiastic  weekend  natural  history 
programs  along  the  Housatonic  River. 
In  Stockbridge,  Superintendent  Gordon 
Clark  and  Regional  Historic  Resources 
Manager  Mark  Baer  collaborated  on 
a  range  of  preservation  projects  at 
Naumkeag.  When  their  research 
determined  that  the  Afternoon  Garden 
had  sunk  some  eight  inches  since  its 
installation  in  the  1928,  they  oversaw 


the  painstaking  removal  of  all  the  paving  stones,  the  leveling  of  the  garden 
surface,  and  the  replacement  of  the  stones  to  restore  the  original  Fletcher 
Steele  design.  Baer's  careful  research  also  led  to  the  restoration  and  installa- 
tion of  window  awnings  on  Naumkeag's  west  side  to  recreate  the  historical 
appearance  of  the  Shingle  Style  residence  designed  more  than  100  years  ago 
by  Stanford  White  for  the  Choate  family. 

In  Williamstown,  an  increasing  number  of  residents  and  visitors  discovered 
the  trails  and  views  from  the  recently  opened  Mountain  Meadow  Preserve, 
while  at  Field  Farm,  Innkeeper  Jean  Cowhig  welcomed  a  record  number 
of  guests  to  the  bed-and-breakfast  guest  house.  At  both  Bear  Swamp  and 
Dinosaur  Footprints,  ecological  management  plans  were  developed  to  protect 
rare  plant  species.  With  help  from  a  group  of  volunteers  from  the  New 
England  Wildflower  Society,  significant  progress  was  made  in  controlling 
invasive  species  threatening  habitats  at  Dinosaur  Footprints.  Controlling 
invasive  plants  is  also  a  key  part  of  a  three-year  project  to  restore  a  fifty-acre 
grassland  at  Bates  Field  at  Notchview,  a  project  undertaken  in  collaboration 
with  Mass  Wildlife.  Other  partners  joined  Superintendent  Jim  Caffrey's  crew 
in  "raising  the  rafters"  for  a  new  workshop,  with  time  and  materials  donated 
by  several  local  businesses.  The  space  of  the  former  workshop  will  be 
converted  for  an  expanded  Visitor  Center.  ■

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Volunteer  Involvement 

Our  first-ever  statewide  volunteer  work  day — Conservation  Works! — was 
held  on  Saturday,  November  6th.  On  this  picture-perfect  day,  over  500 
volunteers  from  more  than  100  towns  across  Massachusetts  turned  out  to 
help  clear  and  improve  trails,  re-open  vistas,  build  boardwalks,  plant  trees, 
assemble  bird  boxes,  and  clean  up  beaches.  The  day  was  a  tremendous  success; 
everyone  had  fun  and  a  great  deal  of  work  was  accomplished.  There  will  be 
work  projects  at  nineteen  reservations  across  the  state  during  Conservation 
Works!  2000,  scheduled  for  October  28th. 

We  continue  to  utilize  our  web  site  to  post  volunteer  jobs  which  are  integral 
to  our  work.  Over  1,000  volunteers  support  us  as  gardeners,  trail  stewards, 
photographers,  wildlife  surveyors,  and  assorted  other  positions. 


Membership 

During  Fiscal  Year  2000,  membership  continued  to  grow.  Over  6,000  new 
members  joined,  many  at  our  properties.  Our  web  site — www.thetrustees.org — 
has  been  used  by  many  people  to  join  and  renew  their  membership.  By  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year,  membership  (including  giving  society  and  corporate  member- 
ship) totaled  25,109,  a  21%  increase  over  the  previous  fiscal  year.  Over  the 
last  ten  years  alone,  membership  has  more  than  tripled.  This  success  has,  in 
very  large  part,  been  due  to  the  work  of  Susan  McGarvey  who,  after  serving 
15  years  as  Director  of  Membership,  retired  in  the  spring.  Under  Susan's 
leadership,  The  Trustees  has  been  transformed  into  a  prominent  organization 
supported  by  conservation-minded  people  from  practically  every  town  in 
Massachusetts,  almost  every  state  in  the  country,  and  several  countries  abroad. 


Outreach 

The  end  of  the  fiscal  year  marked  the  near  completion  of  a  major  book 
publishing  project  which  The  Trustees  has  been  working  on  for  several  years. 
In  the  fall,  we  will  publish  a  major  photographic  book  celebrating  the 
conserved  landscapes  of  Massachusetts.  Land  of  the  Commonwealth  is  the 
product  of  five  years  of  work  by  photographer  Richard  Cheek.  From  the 
popular  urban  green  spaces  of  Boston  to  the  snow-covered  forests  of  Central 
Massachusetts,  from  the  rugged  coastal  islands  of  the  North  Shore  to  the 
productive  farms  and  orchards  of  the  Berkshire  Hills,  Richard  compiled  a 
remarkable  collection  of  vivid,  full-color  images  of  the  best  of  the 
Massachusetts  landscape,  including  almost  every  Trustees  property. 


Nearly  100  of  these  places  are  the 
subject  of  Land  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  first  photographic  book  of  its  kind. 
The  book  features  a  Foreword  by  John 
Updike;  an  Introduction  by  Robert  K. 
Cook,  Director  of  the  Arnold 
Arboretum;  and  an  Afterword  by 
Frederic  Winthrop,  former  Executive 
Director  of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations. 
Land  of  the  Commonwealth  has  been 
designed  by  award-winning  book 
designer,  Julia  Sedykh;  is  being  printed 
in  Japan  by  Dai  Nippon;  and  will  be 
distributed  to  booksellers  across 
New  England  by  the  University 
of  Massachusetts  Press. 


Visitor  Experience 

Population  growth  and  suburban  sprawl 
have  greatly  diminished  open  space  in 
many  parts  of  Massachusetts,  placing 
increased  pressure  on  the  special  places 
we  preserve.  The  fiscal  year  marked  the 
beginning  of  work  by  a  task  force  of 
staff  and  volunteers.  The  Task  Force  on 
Visitor  Experience  is  charged  with  help- 
ing the  organization  evaluate  ways  that 
our  properties  can  be  managed  for  an 
enhanced  visitor  experience.  Goals 
include  ensuring  that  visitors  can  find, 
access,  and  navigate  through  reserva- 
tions, feel  welcome,  and  are  accorded 
basic  levels  of  safety  and  comfort.  The 
Task  Force  will  help  to  identify  ways  to 
increase  opportunities  for  learning  and 
enjoyment  while  minimizing  conflicts 
among  different  user  groups. 
Recommendations  from  the  task  force 
will  inform  management  guidelines  and 
site-specific  planning. 
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During  Fiscal  Year  2000,  The  Trustees 
of  Reservations  completed  twenty-four 
transactions  protecting  1,906  acres  of 
land.  These  transactions  included  two 
new  reservations  (256  acres);  three  addi- 
tions to  reservations  (SO  acres);  sixteen 
conservation  restrictions  (908  acres);  and 
three  projects  (692  acres)  carried  out  by 
our  affiliate,  the  Massachusetts  Land 
Conservation  Trust  (MLCT).  Most 
notable  among  these  projects  was  the 
acquisition  of  two  new  reservations: 
Weir  River  Farm,  75  acres  of  agricultural 
fields  and  woodlands  in  Hingham  adja- 
cent to  Turkey  Hill  and  Whitney  and 
Thayer  Woods;  and  Peaked  Mountain, 
181  acres  in  Monson,  including  a  near- 
panoramic  overlook,  a  seventeen-acre 
pond  and  associated  wetlands,  and 
1 50  acres  of  historically  interesting, 
managed  woodlands.

Our  83rd  and  84th  Reservations 

Weir  River  Farm,  Hingham 

Polly  Thayer  Starr  generously  donated  75  acres  of  scenic  farmland  in 
Hingham,  establishing  our  83rd  reservation.  Weir  River  Farm  includes  15 
acres  of  fields  and  60  acres  of  managed  woodlands.  This  handsome  property 
occupies  the  western  slope  of  a  drumlin  along  the  banks  of  the  Weir  River. 
With  this  acquisition,  The  Trustees  now  protects  893  contiguous  acres  in 
Hingham  and  Cohasset. 

Peaked  Mountain,  Monson 

Four  separate  land  transactions  in  September  and  October  1999  led  to 
our  84th  reservation,  Peaked  Mountain  in  Monson.  Leonard  and  Roslyn 
Harrington,  whose  vision  and  generosity  inspired  the  project,  donated  130 
acres  on  the  western  slope  of  the  mountain  as  well  as  a  conservation 
restriction  to  the  Town  of  Monson  on  an  additional  50  acres  across  Butler 
Road.  Richard  Elliott,  a  close  friend  of  the  Harringtons,  donated  31  acres 
adjacent  to  the  Harrington  parcel  as  well  as  a  lease  and  right  of  first  refusal 
on  another  38  acres.  In  conjunction  with  the  Norcross  Wildlife  Foundation, 
we  purchased  18  acres  of  the  former  Farquhar  property,  including  the 
summit  of  Peaked  Mountain,  and  traded  2.5  acres  with  neighbors  Robert 
and  Diane  Caporale  so  that  a  ledge  with  a  dramatic  western  view  would 
be  included  in  the  Reservation.  The  successful  completion  of  a  $375,000 
campaign  covered  the  purchase  price,  start-up  costs,  and  permanent 
endowment  for  the  Reservation.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  dozens 
of  volunteers  and  hundreds  of  donors  who  made  this  possible. 


Additions  to  Reservations 

CENTRAL 

Doyle  Reservation,  Leominster 

The  10-acre  Pierce  Park  property  on  Lindell  Avenue  was  acquired  from 
the  Sisters  of  Notre  Dame  and  added  to  the  Doyle  Reservation  using  funds 
provided  by  an  anonymous  donor. 

Brooks  Woodland  Preserve,  Petersham 

A  40-acre  property  along  East  Road  in  Petersham  was  added  to  the  Brooks 
Woodland  Preserve  thanks  to  the  generous  donation  of  Rosalie  Johnson  of 
Carlisle.  The  property  is  covered  by  a  mixed  hardwood  and  white  pine 
forest,  interspersed  with  wetlands  and  a  "surprise  meadow"  at  its  center.

Coolidge  Reservation,  Manchester-by-the-Sea 

Dr.  Catherine  Lastavica  donated  the  1  '/2-acre  Fessenden  Hill  as  an  addition 
to  the  Coolidge  Reservation.  This  donation  provides  a  dramatic  vista  across 
the  Ocean  Lawn  and  eliminates  the  possibility  of  development  on  the  north 
side  of  the  Reservation. 

Greenwood  Farm,  Ipswich 

The  Town  of  Ipswich  donated  two  small  tax-title  parcels  totaling  just  under 
V4-acre  of  land  on  Jeffreys  Neck  Road  adjacent  to  Greenwood  Farm. 


Conservation  Restrictions  (CR) 

NORTHEAST 

Coles  Island  Road,  Gloucester 

Chris  and  Bonnie  Covington  donated  a  CR  on  121  acres  of  woodlands, 
coastal  marshlands,  and  freshwater  wetlands  on  Concord  Street  and  Coles 
Island  Road  in  Gloucester.  This  strictly  protected  land  surrounds  32  acres 
designated  as  reserved,  single-family  building  envelopes.  The  CR  sets  specific, 
permanent  limits  on  development  within  those  building  envelopes.  The 
property  is  adjacent  to  extensive  marshes  along  Lanes  Creek  and  Farm 
Creek  on  Essex  Bay. 

Shurcliff  Property,  Ipswich 

Alice  Shurcliff  donated  a  CR  on  approximately  6  acres  of  upland  and 
marshland  on  Argilla  Road  along  the  Castle  Neck  River.  This  CR  expanded 
and  reaffirmed  the  CR  previously  given  by  Ms.  Shurcliff  in  1973. 

Wigglesworth  Property,  Ipswich 

Prior  to  the  sale  of  her  residence,  Hope  Wigglesworth  placed  a  CR  on  1.1 
acres  of  upland  overlooking  the  Castle  Neck  River  and  its  extensive  salt 
marshes.  The  CR  serves  to  buffer  and  protect  the  adjacent  salt  marsh  habitat 
within  the  Parker  River/Essex  Bay  Area  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern 
and  to  protect  the  views  toward  the  property  from  the  Castle  Neck  River 
and  the  entrance  to  Crane  Beach. 

Essex  County  Greenbelt  Properties,  Gloucester  (2) 

The  Essex  County  Greenbelt  Association  donated  CRs  on  two  properties 
in  Gloucester,  one  protecting  294  acres  of  woodland  at  the  Tompson  Street 
property  and  the  other  protecting  53  acres  of  salt  marsh,  wetlands,  and 
4,800  feet  of  shoreline  at  Stoney  Cove. 


Palmer  Property, Wellesley  &  Natick 

Morgan  Palmer  donated  a  CR  on  6 
acres  of  his  property,  which  is  part  of 
the  Hunnewell  Estate  Historic  District 
and  abuts  property  protected  by  the  Von 
Clemm  family  in  1992.  The  CR  protects 
a  rhododendron  riparian  corridor  that 
drains  to  Lake  Waban. 

Hunnewell  Property,  Wellesley 

Six  acres  of  land  adjoining  Hunnewell 
Farm  (on  which  a  CR  was  placed  in  1996) 
were  protected  for  agricultural  use  by  M. 
Luisa  B.  Hunnewell  and  Morgan  Palmer. 
The  CR  protects  a  scenic  open  pasture 
and  the  woodland  backdrop  of  the  Farm, 
a  much-appreciated  rural  landscape  on 
Washington  Street  in  Wellesley.  The  gift 
adds  to  the  143  acres  protected  by  nine 
previous  CRs  from  members  of  the 
Hunnewell  family. 

Macleod  Property,  Medfield 

Robert  and  Barbara  Macleod  donated  a 
CR  on  45  acres  of  pasture  and  woodland 
on  North  and  Pine  Streets  near  Rocky 
Woods.  The  Macleods'  generosity  was 
recently  recognized  by  the  Town  of 
Medfield's  2000  Open  Space  Award. 

Craig  Property,  Westport 

Russell  and  Susan  Craig  donated  a  CR 
on  8  acres  on  the  East  Branch  of  the 
Westport  River.  The  CR,  which  is  co-held 
with  the  Westport  Land  Conservation 
Trust,  protects  a  scenic  view  of  the  river 
from  Drift  Road. 
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Hale  Property,  Swansea 

Dr.  Richard  and  Maria  Hale  of  Port 
Chester,  NY  donated  a  CR  on  44  acres 
of  their  family  farm  on  the  Coles  River 
in  Swansea.  The  property  has  been  in 
the  Hale  Family  for  more  than  275 
years.  The  Hales  became  familiar  with 
The  Trustees  following  a  stay  at  Field 
Farm  Guest  House  in  Williamstown. 

Blake  Property,  Dover 

In  March,  Mrs.  Caroline  A.  H.  Blake 
donated  a  CR  on  approximately  25 
acres  of  her  property  on  Strawberry 
Hill  Road  in  Dover.  The  land  includes 
woodlands,  fields,  and  a  tributary  to 
Noanet  Brook  and  abuts  The  Trustees' 
Noanet  Woodlands. 

CENTRAL 

Stelmokas  Farm,  Barre 

A  long-sought  conservation  goal  was 
achieved  in  March  2000  when  The 
Trustees  and  the  Hardwick  Area 
Conservation  Trust  purchased  a  CR 
from  James  and  William  Stelmokas  on 
the  221 -acre  farm  they  had  purchased 
from  their  great-uncle  Anthony.  This 
scenic  farm,  with  its  well-tended  fields 
and  many  old  stone  walls,  overlooks  the 
Quabbin  Reservoir  and  has  been  farmed 
by  the  Stelmokas  family  for  many  years. 
Our  thanks  go  to  the  Stelmokas  family 
and  the  very  generous  financial  support- 
ers who  made  this  possible. 

Center  Road,  Shirley 

Dr.  Charles  G.  Colburn  and  Dr.  Jane  S. 
Colburn  donated  a  CR  on  6  acres  of 
woodland  on  Center  Road  in  Shirley, 
bringing  additional  protection  to  an 
existing  CR  on  the  Farandnear  Property 
across  the  street. 


Middlesex  School  Property,  Concord 

As  part  of  the  successful  campaign  to  protect  1,500+  acres  within  and 
surrounding  the  historic  Estabrook  Woods  in  Concord  and  Carlisle, 
Middlesex  School  donated  a  CR  and  a  perpetual  trail  easement  on  53 
acres  of  woodlands  and  wetlands  in  the  southwest  corner  of  its  campus. 

WEST 

McLennan  Property, Tyringham 

The  Cottage  Trust  donated  a  CR  on  a  critical  2-acre  knoll  overlooking  the 
McLennan  Reservation,  fulfilling  the  wishes  of  the  late  John  McLennan. 

ISLANDS 

Clark  Property,  Edgartown 

George  Clark  of  Brookline  donated  a  CR  on  his  17-acre  property  on 
Meetinghouse  Way  in  Edgartown.  It  protects  important  wetlands,  oak 
forests,  and  over  seven  hundred  feet  of  shoreline  along  the  Edgartown 
Great  Pond.  Intense  development  pressure  on  Martha's  Vineyard  is 
threatening  this  globally  rare  great  pond  habitat,  and  the  CR  will  help 
to  ensure  its  long-term  survival. 


Massachusetts  Land  Conservation  Trust  Inc.(MLCT) 

Established  in  1972,  MLCT  is  a  legally  separate  charitable  corporation, 
with  its  board  of  directors  appointed  by  The  Trustees.  Its  primary  mission 
is  to  carry  out  interim  acquisitions  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  and  its  collabo- 
rators, pending  completion  of  fundraising  and  other  arrangements. 

Dartmoor  Farm,  Dartmouth 

The  Slocum's  River  Conservation  Project  moved  forward  as  planned  as 
MLCT  and  Dartmouth  Natural  Resources  Trust  (DNRT)  conveyed  an  APR 
on  58  acres  of  Island  View  Farm  to  the  Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture. 
MLCT  and  DNRT  completed  phase  two  of  the  Project  by  acquiring  the 
adjacent  640-acre  Dartmoor  Farm.  MLCT  and  DNRT  subsequently  sold  120 
acres  to  Sylvan  Nursery  subject  to  an  APR  and  sold  more  than  500  acres  to 
the  MA  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife.  Dartmoor  Farm  contains  more 
than  100  acres  of  productive  fields  and  a  large  contiguous  tract  of  woodland. 
MLCT  and  DNRT  have  also  agreed  to  acquire  the  303-acre  Destruction 
Brook  Woods,  the  final  phase  of  the  Slocum's  River  Conservation  Project. 

Waldo  Property,  Dartmouth 

As  a  condition  for  their  purchase  of  the  Waldo  House  adjacent  to  Island 
View  Farm,  the  Architectural  Heritage  Foundation  placed  a  CR  on  the 
4-acre  property.  The  CR  is  held  jointly  by  MLCT  and  Dartmouth  Natural 
Resources  Trust. 
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Stelmokas  Farm, 
Barre. 


Perkins  Property,  Sharon  &  Foxborough 

Philip  and  Laurie  Perkins  donated  to  MLCT  about  45  acres  of  scenic  woods 
in  Sharon  and  Foxborough  in  the  Canoe  River  Aquifer  Area  of  Critical 
Environmental  Concern.  After  MLCT  completes  the  gift  of  a  CR  to 
The  Trustees,  the  restricted  land  will  be  conveyed  to  the  conservation 
commissions  of  the  respective  towns. 

Hibbard  Farm,  Hadley 

Continuing  its  efforts  to  work  with  farmers  and  the  state's  Agricultural 
Preservation  Restriction  (APR)  Program  to  protect  farmland,  MLCT 
purchased  an  APR  on  a  key  7-acre  parcel  in  Hadley  owned  by  Wallace 
and  Emerson  Hibbard.  The  APR  was  later  assigned  to  the  Commonwealth. 


Completing  the  Landscape  Protection  Plan 

The  Landscape  Protection  Plan,  the  final  component  of  the  Trustees  2000 
Strategic  Plan,  will  include  two  major  components:  a  public  document, 
Conserving  Our  Common  Wealth:  A  Vision  for  the  Massachusetts 
Landscape,  published  in  June  1999;  and  an  internal  document,  the 
Action  Plan.  The  Action  Plan  will  set  a  course  for  implementing  the  broad 
recommendations  in  Conserving  Our  Common  Wealth.  The  Action  Plan 
will  also  include  a  "Master  Schedule  for  Critical  Lands,"  helping  to 
reorganize  and  strengthen  The  Trustees'  efforts  to  protect  the  hundreds 
of  priority  in-holdings  and  adjacent  parcels  critical  to  the  quality  and 
integrity  of  our  reservations.  In  fall  1999,  The  Trustees  distributed  to 
staff  and  members  of  the  Land  Conservation  Committee  a  first  draft  of 
the  Action  Plan.  As  revised  with  considerable  staff  and  volunteer  input, 
the  draft  Action  Plan  includes  a  restatement  of  objectives,  a  set  of  policy 
recommendations  and  proposed  action  steps,  a  staff  and  budget  projection, 
and  a  map  of  Geographic  Priority  Areas.  Completion  of  the  Action  Plan  and 
formal  presentation  to  the  Standing  Committee  and  Advisory  Council  has 


been  postponed  until  October  2000, 
in  part  to  give  our  new  Executive 
Director,  Andrew  Kendall,  an 
opportunity  to  review  directions 
proposed  in  the  Action  Plan. 


New  Regional  Staff 
Assignments 

Substantial  support  from  a  close  friend 
enabled  The  Trustees  to  strengthen  our 
regionally-based  conservation  staff, 
following  closely  the  recommendations 
of  the  draft  Action  Plan.  Peg  Wheeler, 
an  attorney  from  Hanover,  New 
Hampshire,  with  conservation  and  estate 
planning  experience,  was  appointed 
Land  Protection  Specialist  for  the 
Northeast  Region.  Chris  Rodstrom, 
the  principal  author  of  Conserving  Our 
Commonwealth,  was  assigned  as  Land 
Protection  Specialist  for  the  Central 
Region  and  the  Islands.  Becky  Siebens, 
who  has  worked  as  a  Project  Assistant 
since  1996,  was  formally  assigned  as 
Land  Protection  Specialist  for  the 
Charles  River  Valley;  she  also  works 
as  Project  Coordinator  for  the  Southeast 
Management  Region.  Charlie  Wyman, 
our  most  experienced  Land  Protection 
Specialist,  agreed  to  establish  a  new 
regional  conservation  field  office  in 
the  Connecticut  River  Valley  while 
continuing  to  attend  to  the  conservation 
needs  of  the  Western  Region.  Thus, 
by  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  the 
organization  was  able  to  field  four  full- 
time  and  one  half-time  Land  Protection 
Specialists  to  serve  six  regional  offices. 
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Outreach  and  Advocacy 

Staff  continued  to  reach  out  to  a  broad 
range  of  conservation  colleagues  across 
the  state.  Following  recommendations 
of  the  Landscape  Protection  Plan,  we 
committed  staff  to  a  new  office  in 
Northampton,  serving  the  Connecticut 
River  Valley,  whose  highly  productive 
agricultural  landscape  is  one  of  New 
England's  unique  and  most  threatened 
resources.  We  also  explored  the  most 
effective  ways  to  address  open  space 
needs  in  Greater  Boston.  Wes  Ward, 
Director  of  Land  Conservation,  has 
focused  attention  on  the  best  way  to 
strengthen  the  Massachusetts  Land  Trust 
Coalition.  In  this  effort,  Stephen  T. 
Johnson,  the  Coalition's  Chairman; 
Bernard  McHugh,  the  Coalition's 
Volunteer  Coordinator;  and  Tammara 
Van  Ryn,  the  Northeast  Program 
Director  for  the  Land  Trust  Alliance, 
have  been  particularly  helpful. 


Organized  for  the  11th  year  by  The 
Trustees  and  co-sponsored  with  the 
Massachusetts  Land  Trust  Coalition, 
this  steadily  growing  conference 
attracted  more  than  300  participants, 
again  breaking  attendance  records. 
This  is  the  largest  state-wide  land  trust 
conference  in  the  country.  Thanks  to 
the  hospitality  of  the  Bancroft  School 
in  Worcester,  the  conference  was  able  to 
accommodate  the  burgeoning  attendance 
without  a  hitch. 


Conservation  Advocacy 

As  of  this  writing,  a  Compromise  Community  Preservation  Act  was  enacted 
by  the  House  and  Senate,  but  rejected  by  Governor  Celluci,  who  returned  it 
to  the  legislature  with  suggested  amendments  that  would  seriously  weaken 
the  bill.  An  Emergency  Environmental  Bond  bill,  extending  the  life  of  the 
popular  Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  Program  begun  in  1978  by 
then  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  Frederic  Winthrop,  was  enacted.  That 
measure  also  increases  the  bond  authorizations  available  for  various  park 
restoration  projects  across  the  state.  Other  legislative  priorities  for  The 
Trustees,  including  the  Chapter  61  amendments  and  the  Conservation 
Restriction  Act  amendments,  failed  to  advance  in  the  wake  of  budget  and 
"Big  Dig"  funding  disputes. 


Participation  in  the  Massachusetts 
Biodiversity  Initiative 

Now  in  his  second  year  as  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs,  Bob  Durand, 
former  leader  of  conservation  advocates  in  the  state  Senate,  has  attracted 
a  cohesive  and  talented  staff,  generating  considerable  excitement  for  the 
Commonwealth's  Biodiversity  Initiative.  While  nearly  all  states  have  programs 
to  protect  their  natural  heritage  and  biological  diversity,  Massachusetts  may 
be  the  only  state  which  has  highlighted  the  protection  of  biological  diversity 
as  a  matter  of  high-level  state  policy.  Trustees  staff  have  appreciated  the 
opportunity  to  contribute  their  insight  and  ideas  to  several  committees  and 
work  groups  concerned  with  this  initiative.  Especially  significant  will  be  the 
preparation  of  a  statewide  land  conservation  plan,  which  will  be  based  upon 
mapping  of  the  Commonwealth's  habitats  and  natural  communities  and,  in 
part,  upon  the  broad  conservation  vision  contained  in  Conserving  Our 
Common  Wealth. 

From  the  perspective  of  The  Trustees,  whose  mission  reflects  Charles  Eliot's 
broad  vision  of  conservation,  Secretary  Durand  deserves  our  praise  and 
thanks,  as  well  as  our  continuing  involvement  in  developing  and  applying 
the  Biodiversity  Initiative.  He  has  recognized  the  critical  need  to  link 
ecological  conservation  to  the  needs  and  concerns  of  urban  residents  and 
has  highlighted  the  importance  of  environmental  education  to  build  diverse, 
multi-generational  support  for  protection  of  a  rich  network  of  greenspace 
throughout  Massachusetts.

In  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  2000, 
The  Trustees  of  Reservations  achieved 
record  levels  of  giving,  membership 
growth,  and  property  revenues;  endow- 
ment balances  grew  to  $81.6  million; 
and  the  year  ended  with  a  $1.1  million 
surplus  from  operations.  The  financial 
condition  of  the  organization  has  never 
been  stronger. 

Overall  operating  revenues  grew  by 
14%  to  $10.3  million,  while  operating 
expenses  were  up  10%  to  $9.2  million. 
Membership  income  continued  its  steady 
growth,  increasing  by  18%,  and  the 
year  ended  with  a  25,109  members. 
The  expanded  membership  base  also 
provided  a  boost  to  annual  giving 
as  evidenced  by  an  18%  growth  in 
contributions  to  the  Grassroots  Annual 
Appeal.  The  Charles  Eliot  Society  and 
The  1891  Society  provided  generous 
support  in  helping  to  raise  $1.6  million 
in  annual  giving,  a  new  high  and 
a  13%  increase  over  the  prior  year. 
Property  revenues,  benefitting  from 
favorable  weather,  strong  visitation, 
and  expanded  revenue-producing 
activities,  were  up  12%  to  $3.4  million. 

Increased  expenses  for  field  operations 
were  primarily  for  salary  and  benefit 
expenditures.  In  addition  to  several 
new  year-round  positions  and  annual 
increases,  wage  levels  were  adjusted  to 
attract  the  over  300  seasonal  personnel 
needed  to  staff  the  reservations. 


General  &  Administrative  and  Development  expenses  increased  12%  and 
17%  respectively,  largely  due  to  the  costs  associated  with  staffing  changes, 
Y2K  preparedness,  and  other  system  conversions. 

Support  from  endowment  investments  was  up  15%  to  $3.8  million,  and 
once  again  generated  over  one-third  of  the  total  operating  revenues.  The 
organization  selected  additional  investment  managers  in  August  1999, 
and  the  Investment  Committee  is  closely  monitoring  their  performances. 
The  total  return  earned  on  the  endowment  was  8.2%  for  the  year  ended 
March  31,  2000. 

Financial  goals  for  the  organization  continue  to  be:  (1)  to  manage  the 
endowment  funds  prudently  and  profitably;  and  (2)  to  achieve  a  surplus 
from  operations  each  year  to  provide  resources  for  the  organization  to 
fulfill  its  mission  and  the  goals  set  forth  in  the  Trustees  2000  Strategic  Plan. 
Following  these  objectives,  more  than  $2.8  million  in  cumulative  operating 
surpluses  have  been  invested  in  deferred  maintenance,  land  conservation, 
and  other  initiatives  during  the  first  four  years  under  the  Trustees  2000 
Strategic  Plan.

Quiet  and  contemplative,  Miss  Abbe  had  a  keen  appreciation  for  the  visual 
world  and  favored  the  natural  settings  of  New  England.  She  often  walked  the 
conserved  landscapes  of  Hingham.  A  self-taught  photographer  of  wildflowers 
and  portraits  of  friends,  one  can  imagine  her  finding  her  natural  subjects  on 
the  bridle  paths  and  trails  of  Whitney  and  Thayer  Woods  or  posing  her 
human  ones  near  the  vistas  of  World's  End. 

Dorothy  Abbe's  thoughtful  gift,  the  ultimate  in  a  long  and  very  generous 
forty-year  history  of  support  to  the  organization,  has  been  added  to  the 
endowment  "for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  World's  End  and  Whitney 
and  Thayer  Woods."

WHO  WE  ARE 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  is  a  member- 
supported  nonprofit  [501  (c)3]  organization 
formed  for  charitable  purposes  to  preserve, 
for  public  use  and  enjoyment,  landscapes  of 
exceptional  scenic,  historic,  and  ecological 
value  in  Massachusetts  and  to  protect  special 
places  across  the  state.  The  organization  was 
founded  in  1891  by  a  small  group  of  open 
space  visionaries  led  by  landscape  architect 
Charles  Eliot,  a  protege  of  Frederick  Law 
Olmsted.  'Witnessing  the  dramatic  loss  to 
development  of  large  amounts  of  land  in 
the  Boston  metropolitan  area,  this  group 
successfully  campaigned  for  the  establishment 
of  what  became  the  first  private,  statewide 
conservation  and  preservation  organization 
in  the  nation. 

What  We  Do 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  works  to 
enhance  and  extend  the  Commonwealth's 
system  of  protected  lands  through  acqui- 
sition of  new  reservations  and  lands 
associated  with  existing  reservations, 
conservation  restrictions  on  private 
land,  landowner  assistance,  statewide 
planning,  collaboration,  and  legislative 
advocacy.  Management  of  reservations 
is  guided  by  a  three-fold  commitment  to 
protecting  scenic,  historic,  and  ecologi- 
cal resources;  providing  public  access; 
and  maintaining  a  high  quality  visitor 
experience. 


Natural  resource  protection  is  achieved  through  inventory,  monitoring, 
research,  habitat  conservation  and  management,  habitat  restoration,  and 
rare  species  protection.  Protection  of  cultural  resources  entails  research, 
preservation,  exhibition,  and  interpretation  of  historic  buildings,  structures, 
landscape  features,  and  fine  and  decorative  arts. 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  uses  a  comprehensive  mapping  and  manage- 
ment planning  framework  to  locate,  identify,  and  describe  the  natural  and 
cultural  resources  to  be  conserved  at  each  reservation.  Using  management 
standards  and  guidelines,  each  reservation  is  then  specifically  managed  to 
protect  these  resources  and,  at  the  same  time,  provide  compatible  forms 
of  public  access  and  use. 

What  We  Protect  and  Why 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  conserves  over  34,000  acres  of  land  across 
the  state  comprising  over  eighty  reservations  and  approximately  two 
hundred  parcels  of  private  land  on  which  the  organization  holds 
conservation  restrictions. 

These  diverse  landscapes  include  hills,  mountains,  and  ridges;  forests 
and  woodlands;  lakes,  ponds,  and  bogs;  river  gorges,  waterfalls,  and  flood 
plains;  islands,  rocky  coastline,  beaches,  and  sand  dunes;  marshes,  grass- 
lands, heath,  and  swamp;  farms  and  agricultural  land;  prehistoric  and  relic 
industrial  sites;  and  historic  houses,  designed  landscapes,  and  gardens.  Four 
reservations  are  National  Historic  Landmarks;  eight  are  on  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places;  and  one  is  on  the  National  Registry  of  Natural 
Landmarks.  Eleven  provide  links  in  the  Bay  Circuit  Trail,  Appalachian  Trail, 
Mid-State  Trail,  and  Metacomet-Monadnock  Trail. 

Together,  these  reservations  offer  a  wide  range  of  recreational  opportunities, 
such  as  bird-watching,  nature  study,  canoeing  and  kayaking,  boating  and 
sailing,  cross-country  skiing,  snowshoeing,  fishing,  hiking,  horseback  riding, 
picnicking,  swimming,  pond  skating,  and  tours.  Over  two  hundred  public 
events,  programs,  and  activities  are  held  year-round.  Several  reservations 
offer  overnight  Bd^B  accommodation  or  can  be  rented  for  meetings 
and  functions.
